His ſealing his Teſtimony 
with his Bl and dying for it, is a certain Evidence, 
that he knew his Teſtimony to be true, and that he believed 
bis own Doctrine; and his believing it to be true,” and dy- 
ing for the Truth of it, is a ſure Evidence that it really is 
true.

But it is objected again, That the Word Prieſt is derived 
from the Greet Word Presbyter, but the Miniſters of the 
Goſpel are called Presbyters, therefore they are called Prieſts: 
1 anſwer, It may be indeed that the Word Prieſt was of old, 
and originally derived from Presbyter, or rather firſt from the 
French Word Preftre, and then Preſtre was derived from Pres- 
bytey. But it is well known that Words do not always ſignify + 
according to their Etymology and Derivation. For as Aqui- 
nas ſays well, in 252. Queſt. 92. Art. 1. Reſpaad ſecundum, 
Aliud eff Etymologia nominis, & aliud eſt ſignificatio nomints, 
The Etymology of a Word is one Thing, and the Signifi- 
cation of it is another. For Example, The Engliſ Word 
Idiot is derived from the Greek id uri, which ſignifies a pri- 
vate or an unlearned Man; and yet if one ſhould call every 
private, or common, unlearned Man an Idiot, he himſelf 
would be thought little better than an Idiot. So Goſpels 
Miniſters are called Brethren, Fratres; and from Fratres is 
derived the French Word | Freres, and from Freres is derived 
our Engliſh Word, Friers ; and now would this be a ſuffi- 
cient Reaſon why the Brethren of the Miniftry ſhould be 
all called Friers. By this it is evident, That though the 
ord Prieſt be derived from Presbyter, and the Miniſters of 
he Goſpel are called Presbyters or Elders, yet they ought 
not to be called Prieſts; for by long Uſe and Cuſtom the 
ord Prieſt hath obtained another Signification than is that 
df Presbyter or Elder. And now under the New Teſtament 
bere is no Prieſt, properly ſo called, but the Lord Chriſt 
himſelf, whoſe Royalties in his Offices, and Titles, are to 
Ie preſerved whole and entire to him; and without the 
Lord's on Grant, no Man may preſume to enter upon, and 
take to himſelf any of them. But it is one of the Roy+ 
alties and ' Privileges of our Lord Jeſus Chrift, to be t 
only Prieſt of the New Teſtament-Church, and fo to be 
*% . Fcalled. Hence he is ſaid, in Heb. 7. 24. to have 7d, iege- 
. dais aſor, which is, a Priefthood that paſſeth not from 
ne to another, as it is truly tranſlated on the Margent of 
1 Bibles, And therefore 1 had Reaſon to fay,

Lib. 1. de conſenſu Evangeliſtarum, Cap. 3. Dominus Jeſuis 
Chriſtus, unus eſt verus ſacerdos; The Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
is the one true Prieſt; and it is certainly ſo,” he is the on- 
ly true proper Prieſt of the New Teſtament Church, and pe 
it is utterly unlawful to uſurp any of his ſacred Titles or 
Offices. The famous and learned Dr. Whitaker, in the 
Preface to his Anſwer unto Sauder's Demonſtrations, faith, 
Chriſtus ſacerdotum ſucceſſionem ſuſtulit, & paſtoribus ac dodcto- 
ribus Eccleſiam in perpetuum regendam reliquit, | novos  nullo, 
ſacerdotes inſtituit, nec ſacerdotum ullam mentionem fecit. 
Chriſt aboliſhed the Suceeflion of Prieſts, and left hi 
Church to be ruled for ever by Paſtors and Teachers; he 
inſtituted no new Prieſts, nor did he make any mention of 
Prieſts. I do therefore adviſe the Miniſters of the reform. 
ed Churches to leave the Prieſthood of the New Teſtament 
and Chriſtian Church, ſolely and entirely to the Son of 
God our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and to be content with 
- thoſe honourable Names, and Titles of Paſtors, Teachers, 
Presbyters, Elders, or Biſhops, Guides, and Rulers, which 
the Lord by his Spirit, in his written Word hath affigned 
unto them, to diſtinguiſh them from the. People. For 
certain, no Man is, or can be a Miniſter of Chriſt, and an 
Officer in his Church, whoſe Miniſtry and Office was ne- 
ver inſtituted by Chriſt ; the Reaſon is plain, becauſe none 
can be a Miniſter and Officer of Chriſt, whether he will 
or not, and he will never own any to be his Miniſters and 
Officers whoſe Miniſtry and Office he never inſtituted . 
But Chriſt never inſtituted a proper Prieſthood to miniſter 
to him and his People under the Goſpel. And as the Mi- 
niſtry and Office it ſelf muſt have been inſtituted and ap- 
pointed by the Lord, ſo the Miniſters and Officers muſt be 
called by the Lord to their Miniſtry and Office. For 
Chriſt himſelf, as Man and Mediator, could not have been 
God's Prieſt, if he had not been called of God to his Prieſt- 
hood; but he was moſt certainly and evidently called to 
it, Heb. F. 4, 5, 6. And it is impoſſible, that any other 
Man can be a true proper Prieſt to God, unleſs God have 
both inſtituted a proper Prieſthood for him, and alſo called 
him to it. But God never inſtituted any proper Prieſthood 

for the Miniſters of the Goſpel, nor doth he call them to 
JVC eee 
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and fooliſhly prejudice themſelves by pretending to a pro- 
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any ſuch Service, as is the Exerciſe of a proper Prieſthood; 
I conclude then, that Miniſters finfutly offend the Lord, 


per. Prieſthood, for they can never prove their Right and 
Title: to it. And then their calling themſelves by ſuch 
Names as are not to be found in all the New Teſtament, 
does but alienate Mens Affections from them, and puts a 


-Scruple into the People's Heads, that their Calling and 


Office hath no Ground nor Warrant in the Word of 
God. & ' | * 

As for the expiatory and propitiatory Sacrifice, which 
our Melchizedekian Prieſt offered to God for us, it was not 
Bread and Wine, nor his own Body and Blood, under the 


meer Accidents or Appearances of Bread and Wine, after 


an unbloody manner, in his laſt Supper with his Diſciples. 
For in all his Doctrine, he ſpake not one Word of fach an 
unbloody Sacrifice of Bread and Wine, or of himſelf under 
that Appearance before his Death ; but the Sacrifice which 
he ſaid he came to offer unto God for our Redemption, was 
his own Life, his Body given and broken, and his Blood 


ſhed for us, and for the Remiſſion of our Sins, witneſs his 


own Words, (Matth. 20. 28. and 26. 28. Luke. 22. 1 
20. compared with 1 Cor. 11. 24, 25, 26. John 1 2 
10. 15.) As for the bleſſed Bread and Wine which by a 
ſacramental figurative form of Speech, he called his Body 
given, and his Blood ſhed, in the ſame Senſe, as the Lamb 
is called the Paſſover, and the Cup is called the New Te- 
ſtament, he ordained them to be uſed in his Church, only 
as Memorials of his ſacrificed Body and Blood, and as 
Means (when rightly uſed) of conveying to true Believers, 
the Virtue and Efficacy, the Fruits and Effects, the Bleſ- 
ſings and Benefits of his Sacrifice, which he offered to 
God for us on the Croſs, 1 Cor. 11. 26. and 1 Cor. 10. 16. 


But the ſnedding of his Blood, the giving of his Life a 


Ranſom for us, was, and is the only proper Sacrifice which 
he ſaid he would offer and give to God for us; and that 
he did ſo, we are aſſured of it by his Reſurrection which 
ſealed the Truth of his whole Doctrine. But as for the

God. Theſe Words of our Lord Jeſus laid together, ma- 
nifeſtly prove his being the eternal conſubſtantial Son of 
God, and ſhow, that he knew, believed, and declared him- 
ſelf ſo to be: To be the Son of God, ſo as to be God the Son, 
of one and the ſame Divine Nature with God the!Father ; 
for he was a Man fo very humble, ſo meek and lowly in 
Heart, ſo ſelf-denied ; ſs zealous for his Father's Glory, and 
ſo far from ſeeking his own Glory, (John 7.18. & John 8. 
49, 50.) that if he had not known and believ'd himſelf to 
be God's eternal and conſubſtantial Son, he would never 
have ſpoken ſo great Things of himſelf, as ſhould be an 
Occaſion and Temptation either to his Friends or Foes, to 
think or ſay, that he aſcribed ſo much to himſelf, as to make 
himſelf God, and equal with the Father : But he really 
did ſpeak ſuch great things of himſelf, as occaſion'd his 
Enemies, who believ'd not any thing of his Divine Nature, 
to have hard Thoughts of him, and to fay, that being a 
Man, he made himſelf God, (John 5.18. & 10. 33.) And 
yet for the Glory of God, and the Good of theſe Men, he 
never told them plainly, either that he was a meer Croa- 
ture, or a meer Aan, infinitely inferiour to God in all 
Reſpects; only he was highly grac'd and favour'd of God, 
and advanc'd to an high Dignity by God. This he never 
did, tho' the ſecuring of God's Glory, and the ſaving of 
thoſe Mens Souls, required it of him; and his own great

Humility would have caus'd him to do it, if he had known 
and believed himſelf to be a meer Creature that once had no 
Exiſtence, or to be a meer Man that had no Pre- ex iſtence be- 
fore he was concewed in and born of the Virgin Mary. 
Therefore I may fairly conclude, that he knew and beliey'd 
himſelf to be a Perſon of another divine Nature, and of in- 
finitely higher Dignity than the Arians and Socinians imagine
